REVENUE TAK 
NOW IN EFFECT 


bn and after May ist, purchasers 
f all sorts of patent medicines will 
have to psy the druggist or dealer a 
‘ax of one cent for each 26 cents or 
fraction of the retail price of the 
article. The revenue act of 1913, ac- 
cording to Collector of Internal Reve- 
ane James J. Brady of Detroit, re- 
quices the dealer to collect the tax 
from the purehaser at the time of 
the sale. } To facilitate the collection 
of this tax adhesive stamps have 
been prepared and inay be procured 
by dealers from the revenue office. On 
selling any preparation subject to tax 
the dealer will attach a revenue 
stamp of appropriate value before 
handing the goods to the customer. 
Perfumes, toilet waters, cosmetics, 
tooth washes, hair dressings, aro- 
matic cachous, toilet powders, etc., 
are also subject to a similar tax be- 
ginning May 1. Toilet soaps and soap 
powders are not subject to the stamp 
tax, but the manufacturers will pay 
a tax to the government of 3 per 
eent of the price for which they sell 
the goods.

the immediate relief is accompHshed.

| BRITON-NAMED AS SECRETARY 


French and Japanese Amendments 
Not Incorporated, Clearing Way 
For Unanimous Acceptance. 


Paris.—The covenant of the League 
of Nations in revised form, moved by 
President: Wilson, was adopted April 
27 by. the peace conference in plenary 
session without a dlasenting vote. 

Prestdent Wilson, addressing the 
conference, explained the amendments 
to the League of Nations covenant. 
He did not read the entire’ revised 
text. 

In speaking of the amendment re- 
cognizing the Monroe Doctrine, the 
President merely referred to It as a 
new article. 

The president's motion siso named 
Sir James Eric Drummond secretary 
general of the league and provided 
for a committee to inaugurate the 
jeague. 

Thus one of the notable works of 
the conference passes tts final stage 
aud ts incorporated in the peace 
~treaty. 

The’ French and Japanese amend- 
ments after a brief discussion were 
not pressed, and the way thus was 
eleared for unanimous acceptance of 
the league. 

Italy was not represented at the ses- 
sion, but the name of Italy appears 
as one of the members of the league 
in the covenant as finally adopted, 

Nine labor principles were adopted 
for insertion in the treaty. 

The session adjourned Monday with- 
Gut considering the report on respon. 
sibilities providing for the trial of ths 
former German emperor hy five 
judges from the great powers. This 
report was handed in by the Councfl 
of Four and embodies fn the Council 
treaty a provision for the former em- 
peror's prosecution. 

This however, had not as yet been 
adopted by the plenary conference.

~ MEATS COLUMN 


The following is the contents of a 
bulletin recently written by Don B. 
Whelan. of the Department of Ento- 
mology, Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege and issued by the Extension Di- 
vision: : : 

“Don’t let the grasshoppers har- 
vest the :zrop you have planted. 
They- can easily be killed and the 
crops saved by the use of a poisoned 
bait. Past experiences have convinc- 
ed the farmers in the northern part 
of the state that stern measures 
must be employed in order to com- 
bat this destructive pest. 

“Into a bushel of screened sawdust 
thoroughly mix, by sifting, a pound 
of poison, either paris green, white 
arsenic, or crude arsenious oxide. In 
a gallon of water dissolve three- 
fourths of a pound of salt and add 
one-half cup of molasses. Slowly 
pour this into the poigoned sawdust 
while the mixture is being stirred 
Add enough more water to make a 
good stiff mash. 

“This poisoned bait can safely be 
taken in the hands and spread broad- 
cast. It should not be left in plies 
around the field but should be well 
scattered. A bushel of poison should 
cover about three acres of ground.” 

“The best result from the use of 
this poison can be expected when it 
is used late in the afternoon.. Thus 
it will not dry out over night and 
will be -fresh when the hungry hop- 
pers go for it in the morning 

“If put out in piles the chances are 
that there will be some casualties, 
but if applied as recommended no 
trouble is likely to result. However 
it is best to salt the cattle before ap- 
plying the poison to their feeding 
grounds, as they will be less attract- 
ed to the mixture. 

“As one can readily see the cost 
of the poison bait will be only the 
cost of the poison itself together 
with a little molasses and salt. The 
sawdust, in regions where the grass- 
hoppers are worst can be had for the 
asking 

“The greates benefit can be ob- 
tained only when all the farmers in 
a community or group of communi- 
ties, work together and spread poison 
on all of the grasshopper breeding 
grounds. One farmer using this poi- 
son without co-operation will get but 
temporary retief,and in order to pro- 
tect his crops he must keep on using 
it throughout the summer, for the 
grasshoppers are sure to fly in from 
other breeding grounds.” 


Agent has ordered ten t>ovsand 
pounds of crude arsenious oxide. Mr. 
Whelan will be in these counties May 
9 and 10 and he and the County 
Agent will be in each of the commun- 
ities of these counties which were af- 
flicted tu an unreasonable extent last 
season with grasshoppers. 


The counties of Crawford and Ros-| ~ 
common have made appropriation to] * 
turchase the poison, and the County]! 


It is up to the farmers to get to- 
gether and draw the sawdust and or- 
ganize for the community fight 
which will take place probably some 
time in June. At that time it is ex- 
pected that all hands in every com- 
munity will come together on a day 
to be set, and mix the poison and as 
a community sow the roadsides and 
waste places which furnish the main 
breeding grounds for the hoppers. 
The farmers from there will be fur- 
nished with a certain amount of the 
poison free to be taken to their 
homes and sown iff their own fields 
and crops. Needless to say that 
those communities which display an 
interest and are willing to step for- 
ward and take on the fight will be 
the ones who will receive the where- 
with with which to make it.
